Macon, Ga., July 24.—[Special.]—After the 
pencil pusber for Tur ConsTiTvTIon hid 
taken his round this morning, trying to find 
eomething that would be of interes: to its 
readere, he happened to come down Second 
étreet, and just as he got opposite Willing- 
ham’s warehouse he saw two gentlemen sitting 
in the rear of the office chatting, and as he 
passed he happened to think that Mr. B. E. 
Willingham was one of the gentlemen, and 
taking into censideration the cool, shady 
place, he did not hesitate, but stepped in at 
once, 

As he stepped in he grasped the hand of Mr. 
B, E. Willingham, and was introduced to the 
other gentleman, who proved to be ono of 
Dougherty county’s largest and most success- 
fu] planters, Mr. J, E. Crossby. 

After being. comfortably seated, we uatu- 
reily drifted on tothe crops and the future 
ontieek for the coming fall, and we obtained 
come reliabie and valuable information from 
Mir. Crossby. 

Your correspondent finding his time was 
growing short ventured to ask him a few 
questions. 

In answer to how the crops were in Dough- 
erty, he said: 

“Well, sir, Dougherty is like every other 
county I suppose, it hassome good crops and 
some not so good. But will say that in oar 
county where the crops have m manured 
they are splendid, even better I think than 
they were last year. Of course where they 
have not been manured they. are poor and 
could not be expected to be any other way.” 

‘*‘How is your cotton looking?”’ 

“My cotton never looked better. It is 
much better than last year, being now over 
waist high.” 

“How much cotton have you got planted 
this year?” 

“] bave about two hundred and fifty acres 
this year. I have cut my cotton crop down 
to abont half: heretofore I have been plantin 
about ive hundred acres, 

“Do you manure your cotton very heavily?” 

“Well, yes, sir, manure tolerably heavy.” 

“Do you raise yeur own manure ?” 

“Yes, sir, I raise nearly all my manure. 
That is, compost it myself. I‘ buy cottonseed 
meal direct from the factory, acid phosphate 
the same way, and mix my own manures, I 
never Lether with an inspector, and I gener- 
ally make a fair cetton crop.” 

‘How do you rais® your manures?” 

“Well, I havea large shed enclosed for my 
mules, and then I have a stall for each one._ I 
haul oak leaves and pice-straw into thejetalls, 
and always keep them full, and in this way I 
raise an abundant amount of manure,”’ 

“Do you not han) leaves and straw into your 
lot, too?’ 

‘No, sir; that is something I do not do. J 
keep every stick and all litter off my lot. I 
think the lot ought to be kept clean, as a place 
forthe stock to run and take exercise. I 
sometimes haul sand in my lot for my stock to 
rest on.” 

“How do you distribute your manures? Do 
you put it in the drill ?” 

“No, sir; lIhaveme a pairof oxen, and I 
haul it out into the field and scatter it 
broaccast, as if I expected to sow grain.” 

“Yo do this exclusively?” 

“Yes, sir; I have tried it every way and find 
that more benefit can be derived from it in 
that way than in any other.” 

“Do you average a bale of cotton on every 
two acres?” 

“Ob, yes: [do much better than that. I 
generally get a baleof cotton to every acre, 
from that to an acre and a half,” 

t “Whatdo you think about farmers buying 
all their manures to put under their crops?’ 

“Well, sir, lthink that it takes all the 
prefitsin the fall. I think if our farmers 
would raise their own manures, that is the 
larger portion of it, that they would tind 
farming @ profitable business; butas long as 
tney depend upon buying everything to run 
their crops with, I do not think they will find 
much money in cotton or anything else. I 
know of a number who dothis, however, and 
keep running their farms.” 

‘Do you think there will be an‘average 
crop of cotton made in your section of the 
country?” 

“Yes; I think we will make an average 
crop.” 

“How about caterpillars?” 

“I bave seen no sign of them so far. Here- 
tofore when we have been damaged by cater- 
rillars they generally made their appearance 
by this time.” 

“How is your corn?” 

» My corn is splendid; also my peas, potatoes, 
etc. 

How about watermelons?” 

“Ob, we don’t fool with them.” 

“Do you think the recent rains have dam- 
aged the crops very much?’ 

“No, sir; notin my section. We are need- 
ing rain now. I cannot say as to other sec- 
tions of the conutry, but in my immediate 
neighborhood the rains have mot damaged 
us,.”

SUICIDE IN SAVANNAH. 


An Old Sporting Character Found on the 
Hospital Ground, 

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 24 ---[Speciti Qt About 
6 o'clock this morning Dr. C. H, Cojeme, ths 
physician in charge of Savannah hispitai, dis- 
covered in a summer house on the grounds a 
white man, neatly dressed, in an unconscious 
condition, evidently under the influence of 
opium. He was recognized as John Fort,a 
well known sporting character about Savan- 
nah years ago. He had been a long time at 
the state lunatic asylum, where he was sent 
after attempt at suicide by shooting himself in 
the head. He was released some months since, 
and has been about Savannah very quiet and 
reticent. It appears he climbed over 
the enclosure of the hospital grounds during 
the night and sought refuge in the 
summer heuse. On his person was found a 
paper upon which was written with a lead 
pencil, the following: 

“Weak in mind end body, I do not feel I can 
struggle for life, for 1 —”’ 

He was removed to the hospital, and efforts 


made to revive him, but without success, and 


he died at ten o’clock. The coroner was noti- 
fied and held an inquest, when a verdict was 
rendered according to the above facts. The 
deceated was a brother of Martin J. Ford, 
formerly of this city, and lieutenant-colonel of 
the First Georgia regiment. He is now living 
in New York, 

Tonie Harris,a notorious negro who has serv- 
ed several terms in the penitentiary and on 
the chaingang was captured here today on the 
charge of brutal assault on his wife last June. 
He is also charged with burglary. 

Deaths in the city the past week numbered 
eighteen, of which fourteen were negroes. 
Sixteen were children under ten years of age. 
Only three whites. It is remarkable that tre 
only two adults were men between fifty and 
sixty, and eighty and ninety years. Tne mor- 
tality among negro children continues.

Mr. Sherman appealed to Mr. Beek not to at- 
tempt to force such legislation on the bill-at this 
stage of the session. He believedit to bea breach 
of public faith, contrary tothe pledged faith of 
the nation. Discussion of it at this time seemed to 
be a mockery of legislation. Its passage would 
alarm the public credit and do much to bring 
about a condition of affairs which everybody 
would regret, in whicn gold would disappear from 
circulation, and be either hoarded or exported. 
He nad not objected to (on the 
contrary, he tavored) the of 
one, twoand five dollar certificates, instead of 
larger denominations, as silver was intended for’ 
the minor wants of trade. This legislation pro- 
posted a revolution in currency which would en- 
danger the whole foundation of the financial sys- 
tem of the country. It had no place inthe bill, 
being achange of existing law, and not being 
reported by the committee on appropriations or 
the committee on finance. 

Hetrusted thatthe gentleman from Kentucky 
would have reasonable deference for the opinion 
of others who had studied the question as much as 
he (Beck) had. Itseemed to him an unpardona- 
ble piece of legislation at this time. 

Beck replied to Mr. Sherman, stating that the 
proposition had come from the house of represen- 
tatives, and wasin the bill. It had been distribu- 
ted amopg the senators for a month, and had 
been before the committee on finance, At the 
suggestion of the senator from Ohio, himself, and 
not acted upon. He declared that the silver coin- 
age of the ny had never had a more inveter- 
ate enemy than the senator from Onio. 

Mr. Shermap denied that accusation and 
claimed to be a better friend to siiver than the 
senator from Kentucky. 

The discuision was continued by Messrs. Ed- 
munds, Harrison, Allison, Teller, Jones of Arkan- 
sas, and others. Mr. Allison characterized the 
house provision as a crude and undigested provis- 
ton, which had been putinthe bill for a single 
purpose only, and that was to coerce an unwilling 
president or the administration. 

After considerable discussion and votes on a 
variety of amendments. the paragraph as to silver 
certificates was left in the shape in which it was 
fixed this afternoon by the senate as in committee 
of the whole. 

The bill was then passed and the deficiency bill 
was taken up and the first reading dispensed with. 

The senate then, at 10:30, adjourned. 


INCREASING THE NAVY. 


Ihe House Discusses the Bill for That Pur- 
pose. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—Immediately after 
the reading of the journal, the house went 
into committee of the whole (Mr. Crisp in the 
chair) on the bill for increase of navy. 

After speeches by Messrs. Herbert, Boutelle and 
others, the original bill was read by sections for 
amendments. 

Mr. Ballentine moved an amendment appropria- 
ting $1,200,000 for the construction of a cruiser of 
between 2,500 and 3,500 tons displacement with a 
speed of not less than twenty knots, upon plans, 
designs and specifications furnished by Charles D, 
Landberg, of New York. Adopted—37—36. 

This amendment was'intended as a substitute 
for the clause bp tiny for the construction of 
three protected double-bo ttomed cruisers, 

On motion of Mr. Buck, an amendment was 
adopted, insertingin bill provision contained in 
the substitute for a dynamite gun cruiser. 

Mr. Boutelle moved to strike out clause which 
authorizes the secretary of the navy, in certain 
emergencies, to import armor for new cruisers. 
Agreed to—101 to 67. 

Mr. Brady, of Virginia, offered an amendment 

roviding that one of the new vessels shall be 
Puilt at the Norfolk navy yard. He was afraid 
that unless such a provision were inserted in the 
bill, the presioent and the secretary of the navy 
won discrimiuate against the Nerfolk yard, Re- 
jected, 

' The committee then rose and reported the bill 
to the house. 

Mr. Ballentine’s amendment was rejected with- 
out division. 

The other amendments were voted upon in bulk, 
and they were rejected—yeas 108; nays 111. 

Mr. Herbert then offered as a substitute for the 
bill the proposition agreed to by the committee on 
naval affairs, which has been published. It was 
agreed to—yeas 117; nays 104—and the bill as so 
amended was passed. 

The house, then, at 5 o’clock, took a recess until 
8 o'clock, the evening session to be for the consid- 
eration of land forfeiture bills. 

At the evening session the bill declaring the for- 
feiture of lands grantedto the New Orleans, Ba- 
ton Rougeand Vicksburg railroad company was 
called up. Mr. Laffoon made a speech in support 
of the bill, which he said restored to the public do- 
main between three and four hundred thousand 
acres Ofiand. The bill passed. 

The remainder ofthe evening session was con- 
sumed in aneffectual effort to secure a quorum to 
act upon the Mobile and Girard land forfeiture 
bill, and then, at 10:60, the house adjourned.

TURBULENT MEXICO. 


STATE OF AFFAIRS IN THE UNFOR- 
TUNATE REPUBLIC. 


The Ceuses Leading to the Rebellion Against the 
Government—The Revolutionists to be Ghot 
When Oaptured—The Trouble at Pas» dol 
Norte—Mextean Troops Missing, 

St, Lours, July 24.--The following inter- 
esting facts of the situation in northern Mex: 
ico comes irom the New Laredo correspondent 
of the Globe-Democrat and gives a more con: 
nected statement of affairs than has been al- 
ready published: 

“It is stated on good authority that the 
city of Lianes, of about 10,000 inhabitants, 
has pronounced against the federal govern- 
ment. As this city is in the interior and some 
200 miles from the border, it is evident that 
the feeling of rebellion and discontent is rap- 
idly permeating the whole of northern Mex- 
ico. The situation in Tamaulipas is identical 
with that of Nuevo Leon last September. 
General Cullars, governor of the state, has 
asked and received permission to absent him- 
self from the capital and his 
whereabouts are not Known at present. It is 
said by some that he is in the city of Mexico, 
and his return looked forin the course of two 
weeks. It will be remembered that Garcia, 
governor of Nuevo Leon, was ordered to the 
city of Mexico before the uprising in that 
state last winter, and as soon as the secrotary 
ef state, Sepulveda, {took the gubernatorial 
chair, the discontents received their cue from 
the federal government and rebelled. Now 
in Tamaulipas, the chief justice of the state is 
acting as governor,and all thetowns of noteare 
pronouncing against the federal government, 
which, however, has more to contend with in 
this state than any other on the border. Their 
appointment of Cuellar, as chief of the south

The understanding be- 
tween Governor Cuellars and officials at the 
city of Mexico provided for the appointing of 
the governor to a high military position, and 
no, provisions were made for any trouble 
i Nuevo Leon, but now 
with a good sized rebellion 
in both states and much discontent among the 
federal troops on the border, the trouble is as- 
suming a mixed complexion. 

It is reported that on the first of August all 
important cities in the states Tamaulipas and 
Nuevo Leon will pronounce. It now leaks 
out that General Casos, of Agna Tagua, was in 
Laredo last Saturday in disguise, with a few of 
his most trusted followers, and purchased a 
large amount of arms ammunition with which 
to prosecute his individual revolation to the 
fullest possible extent. He was defeatsd ina 
slight engagement in the mountains near 
Candela, but lost but two of his men, di es- 
caped with the balance of his command. 

GALVESTON, July 24.—A special to the 
News from Laredo says that reliable news 
was received there last night stating that the 
leaders of the revolutionary movement in 
Tamaulipas had been badly defeated near 
Sabinas mountains. The loss is not given. 
The Mexican commander of the federal 
troops in Nuevo Laredo says the government 
has concentrated five thousand troops on 
the Rio Grande froutier, and this is more 
than sufficient to quell any revolution. 

St. Louis, July 24.—The Matamoras corres-

ows concerning affairs in Tanaulipas: Federal 
troops are now in strong force up the couutry and 
bave captured four more prisoners. It is thought 
amajority ofthe revolutionists have found the

A LITTLE WAR CLOUD. 


Excitement on the Texas Border Over the 
Insult From Mexico. 


CHICAGO, July 24.—Special dispatches from 
El Paso and Fort Worth, Texas, published 
bere this morning, indicate that great excite- 
ment prevails throughout Texas over the de- 
tention of Editor Cutting by the authorities 
of the state of Chihuahua, after repeated de- 
mands for his release by the American con- 
sul, Newspapers of the section assert that 
the men of Texas are ready for war, and that 
it needs but a word to start one, . 

A special from San Antonio says that there 
is considerable bustle about military head- 
quarters there, and, although officers are reti- 
cent, report is current that General Stanly 
has received orders to have all his available 
force in readiness to move at a moment’s no- 
tice to El Paso whenever the order therefor 
is received. The gathering of the Mexican 
war cloud is watched there with a great deal 
of interest, and but the one opinion prevails 
that the Mexican government should be taught 
that it cannot treat American citizens with 
indignity. 

Paso Del Norte is still fullof Mexican soldiers, 
although the heavy rein orcements announced on 
their way from Chihuahua had not arrived last 
night. The state department at Washington is 
kept fully advised of all military movements 
taken by the Mexicans, edina, who 
was arrested by the Mexican police for 
interfering with and abusing Consul Brigham 
bas been placed in cell No. 7, while Editor Cut- 
ting is confinedin cell No. 6, Sdjoining. Cuttin 
was very much disappointed that Medina was no 
put in the same cell with him, and tried to bribe 
the jailer to put them together, but without avail, 
as that funotionary apprehended violence in case 
he should comply. The Mexican authorities 
are very muc ut out about the 
bad break that Medina made in assaulting 
the American consul and express regret that he 
bas thus prejudiced their case. Senor Manuel 
Rincon. private secretary ofthe governor of Chi- 
buabua, called on Consul Brigham yesterday, and 
assured him of his regard and friendship. He said 
that troops had been sent to Paso del Norte merely 
as & precautionary measture,and that if the ex- 
citement did not increase, no more would be sent. 
He is astonished that Outting had refused 
to accept bail when it was offered, as 
that would not have prejudiced his case at all. 
Consul Brigham replied that Cutting had done 
right, as the case was beyond reach of petty courts 
and states now, and had become a question be- 
tween thetwo nations. There is evidently a hitch 
in negotiations on the part of the Mexicans some- 
where, as there has been no further developments. 
Yesterday Consul Brigham modified his previons 
report and said Medina did not abuse him, but his 
secretary only.

lence, wituess related that Fieldea referring to 
the dedication of the new, board of trade said at 
onefof the meetings: 

‘“Whata splendid opportunity there would be 
for some bold feilow next Tuesday evening to 
make the capitalists tremble by blowing up the 
building and al) there is in it.’’ 

Witness then took each separate meeting of the 
American group of the International Workiugpeo- 
ple’s association, between February 22, 1885, and 
Januaiy 22, 1886, mentioned the date specifically 
and proceded by reference to memoranda to detail 
exactly when, where, how often andunder what 
circumstances each of the defendants had advo- 
ted attacks of militia and poiice, and particularly 
the use of dynamite. 
Johnson told how Parsons, in a certatn speech, 
had said: 

“I lived on snowballs all last winter, but, by 
G—d, I won’t do it this winter.” 

At the narration of this sally of her husband, 
Mrs. Parsons laughed till the tears ran down her 
cheeks, and then estentatiously wiped her eyes 
with a flaming scarlet handkerchief. The alarm 
that had manifested itself among the 
eight defendants, upon the first appearance 
of the detective on the stand haa by this time 
somewhat subsided. It had entirely disappeared 
at the end of the line at which Lingg and Eagel 
who know little English, were stationed. Beyond 
the latter—a grizzly looking anarchist, sat his 
pretty 17-year. old daughter. she leaned her elbow 
on one arm of her father’s chair, upon the opposite 
arm of which rested the elbow of youthful, good- 
looking Louis Lingg. The old man sat bolt upright 
between them apparently lost in thought, while 
the two young people chatted and laughed to their 
heart’s content. Even Lingg. however, grew seri- 
ous again when the detective began to recount his 
experience at the meeting of the armed section 
held August 24, at 54 West Lake street. Twenty or 
twenty five men were present, and the two women. 
A wan armed with a long sword, dressed in a 
blue blouse and wearing a slouched hat, ordered 
all present to fall in. Whoever wished to join 
the company were told to step to the front, The 
aetective and two others stepped “forward. Upon 
the captain’s demending that each should be 
vouched for by rome member of the company, the 
dectective was fora moment ata loss how to pro- 
ceed. To his great relief, Parsons volunteerea to 
be his sponsor.

ACROSS THE CHASM. 


PROFESSOR LEON PERFORMS HIS 
TERRIBLE FRAT. 


The Gathering of the Thousands at Taliuiah Falis— 
Stretching the Rope Across the Chasm—Leoa 
Steps Out Into Midair,and Walks 1,440 Feet — 
The Closing Scenes of an Eventful Day. 


TALLULAH FALLS, Ga., July 24.—[Special.]— 
Professor Leon has crossed the chasm, and 
won the greatest feat of rope walking on 
record. 

For overa week expectancy has run high 
here over the coming event. The arrival of 
Professor Leon with his 20,000 pounds of rope, 
and the work of stretching the cord across the 
immense fissure in the rocks of old Rabun 
raised this expectancy tothe fever of excite- 
ment. Early this morninga large party of 
excursionists came in from Athensand points 
along the Northeastern road. This was ful- 
lowed later in the day by a double section of 
trains from Atlanta. In all, over 2,500 excur- 
sionists were upon the grounds, besides about 
1,000 people of the vicinity. The directors of 
the Atlanta Young Men’s Library assoviation 
at once went to work and put matters in shape 
for a pleasant day’s entertainment. 

THE SCENE OF INTEREST. 

The river at this point runs east and west. 
Along either side rise precipitous mountains 
of gray granite, bearing the touch of extreme 
antiquity. On the Rabun county side, below 
the falls, is Point Inspiration. The rocks are 
steep and jagged, blackened with the drippings 
of centuries, and frowning fiercely under the 
strong light of the noonday sun. Behind this 
point the country continues to rise, fringed 
with stinty foliage, but rich in shurb and 
flowers. Across from it, on i the 
Habersham county side, lies Lover's 
Leap, a huge platform of rock, which 
bulges out from a bank of fifteen hundred feet 
precipitous ascent. In the huge gorge be- 
tween these pointsSrushes the maddening 
Tallulah, gaining fresh fary with every suc- 
ceeding fall, and plunging wildly on towards 
its estuary. Against the Rabun side the sun 
was beating its scorching rays, while on the 
Habersham side the mountain shadow had 
already begun to throw itselfout. Itis said 
thai this spot wasthe sceneofa singular in- 
stance oflove. An Indian maiden,in search 
of her lover, and pursued by her friends, fled 
along and down the steep hillside till, stand- 
ing upon the inviting ledge, she looked across 
and saw the rocks beyond in their forbidding 
colors. Looking toward the westshe saw the 
beautiful cascades, Nearer came the pursu- 
ers. Giving them one reproachfal look, she 
gazed into the frightful depths below. An in- 
stant more and she had leaped into midair, 
then the splash into the water, rendered inau- 
dible by the roaring of the falis, andthe irate 
chief stood upon the ledge. But too late! The 
spirit of the maiden of the forest had sought 
the sy]van fields of bliss, and was no longer in 
fear of pursuers. 

THE ROPE ACROSS, 

This was the scene chosen by Professor 
Leon for his great walk. Firmly stretched 
from Point Inspiration to Lover’s Leap was the 
fateful rope, securely guyed by fourteen ropes 
on either side, and stretching out in every di- 
rection. Theend at Lover's Leap was fas- 
tened at a point 1,000 feet above the chasm 
below: It sagged in one-third of the distance, 
fully fifty feet. Thence to Point Inspiration, 
it run a straight line. On the latter point was 
gathered about five hundred people. The 
scene on the Lover’s Leap side was one to be 
remembered. A grand stand had been erect- 
ed, which was nothing more or less than steps 
made in the hillsides into which boards were 
fixed, soas to furnish seats. Not less than 
twenty-five hundred thus clung to their places 
and watched for the opening of the day’s ex- 
hibition. 

PROFESSOR LEON APPEARS. 

At 4:30 Professor Leon and party arrived at 
Point Inspiration, and began preparing for the 
work ahead. The rope was found to have 
slackened a great deal, which necessitated 
considerable delay, Impatience was manifest- 
ed by many, it being freely asserted that Loon 
would never dare the perilous feat, 

But he did! 

At 5:20, with his balancing pole in hand, he 
stepped upon the rope. A moment later 750 
feet of space was between him and the earth 
below. Deep silence stole over the thousands, 
aid hearts palpitated. With carefally se- 
lected step the walker passed twenty feet out 
and was at home in the air. Topeople along 
the water’s edge he appeared to be an atom. 
He was walking at the rate of thirty-three 
steps to the minuf> until about one quarter of 
the distance was covered. 

Then the rope made a fearful swag, des- 
cribing a circle of not less than ten feet. To 
see the walker balance himself, first on one 
side and then on the other, was marvelous. 
It was evident that something was wrong, and 
eyes were closed lest Leon should go plang- 
ing down into the depths below. For 
one minute he walked with slackened pace, 
making only sixteen steps, then witha quick 
movement, he fell upon the rope and was 
seated, but hundreds feared that he was gone 
on a longer journey. He had been eight min- 
utes on therope. He called out loudly for 
the tightning ofthe guy lines. This con- 
sumed nine minutes. In an instant, amid the 
clapping of hands and inspiring strains from 
the band, Leon was on his feet again, and held 
his balancing pole tightly. 

AN INTERESTING BY PLAY. 

Among the lookers-on in the Lovers’ Leap 
assemblage was a neat little lady dressed in 
black. Her face was wrought up to the high- 
est degree of excitement. She looked long 
and inquiringly at the approaching figure, 
trembling at signs of danger, and looking re- 
lieved at signs of success, By her side stood 
a little girl, four years old, dressed in white. 
The littleone would hold out her arms in 
imitation of holding the balancing pole, and 
appeared, by this mute language, to inspire 
the walker. These were the wife and child of 
Professor Leon, 

At twenty-five minutes to six, Leon was 
firmly on his way, stepping thirty-three paces 
to the minute for three minutes, when the 
rope again began its mad pranks. By this 
time, Leon, who appeared to the loosers on 
from Lover’s Leap to be but aspeck when he 
started from Point Inspiration, became visi- 
ble in full form. The carefal step, the bal- 


ancing of the body, the working of 
the muscles, told too well 
the terrible strain under which 


the walker was laboring. There was a sigh of 
relief when he reached his last quarter, in 
which he had to make an ascent of fifty feet. 
With this change of tion Leon increased 
his steps to forty to the minute. The people, 
as Leon approached the edge of Lover's Leap, 
stood up in excitement. The 
walker’s hands trembled as he grasped the 
pole, his neck and face were livid, but his legs 
were firm as pillars of steel. One more step 
at fifteen minutes to six, and the rock of 
Lovers’ Leap was but five feet below his fest. 

Apother secondand he dropped his pole, 
when he was supported on either side by Judge 
Van Eppsand Mr. P. J. Moran, who led him 
vp the steep. The wife rushed into his arms. 
The little girl leaped to his breast. A moment 
more and the walker was in charge 
of Dr. K. C, Divine, who was astonished at 
whatehe found. When Leon started out his 
pulse was steady, at 90, while standing, and 
75 when sitting, with temperature 997. When 
the feat was over bis pulse was, sitting, 115, 
and standing 125, f@ll volume, with a temper- 
ature of 99. - This wonderful record will be 
appreciated bf the medical fraternity. In ten 
minutes, Leon was himself again. 

THE PEOPLE SATISFIED. 

As Leon wished to orm the rest of his 
feat, the people shouted: .

“Gentlemen and ladies, please be kind 
enough to let me complete my performance.

The 
smalgamation of the Arcadian and the Palette 
resulted in a bybrid concern, which slowly 
but surely drifted into bankruptcy, leaving to 
the Lotos the care 0! the visiting and the 
srominent American actor. The Lotos, 
however, since its removal from its cozy and 
unpretentious birthplace on irving place, ad- 
coining the Academy of music, to its present 
palatial quarters on Fifth avenue, opposite the 
dignified and haugaty Lnion, Was too expen- 
sive and aristocratic for the average actor, aud 
s new club, especially for them, called the 
Lambe, was organized by a coterie of the ad- 
rers of the late Heury J. Montague, who 
had been in the habit of assembling every 
fortnight at a supper. The Lambs admitted 
sctors free of initiation 1 they would pay 
their dues—and recite for them whenever 
wanted at their monthly dinner—and for a 
time this club became the headquarters for 
the actors, especially those from Eagland, Mr. 
Lester Wallack being the Shepherd, Then 
the Washington club, which is a mutual admi- 
ration coterie, founded by ex-Congressman 
Roberts, decided to admit actors free gratis for 
nothing, in order to obtain their services 
at their semi-monthly reunions, The actors, 
however, have uever taken kindly or 
numerously to the Washington, and it is whis- 
pered that whenever Burbank, Wilder or 
Frank Lincoln appear there they are always 
handed a check the same as at the Harmonie 
club or anywhere they are regularly engaged 
to entertain. It will be nightly witnessed 
that there is a great ccmpetition between the 
various clubs for the company of the actors; 
there is since the New York Yacht clu», the 
Blossom club and the Athletic adopted the 
plan originated by the Lotos of these musical 
snd dramatic entertainments, With the actor 
itishiterally acase of “no song, no supper,” 
for he is invited to contribute to the entertain- 
ment by a song and recitation, and if hs does 
not comply itis needless to add he is uot in- 
vited again. In Londen the actors ara paid 
to attend private social gatherings, but there 
is something in the air of this g.orious 
country that prevents this social mu-tering 
of professional ability, and the 
only chance of seeing an actor in 
private,“fconsequently outside of his own 
circle, is one of the clubs that give these 
entertainments and secure his attendance. 
The Lambs, by keeping an actor at their head, 
can always rely on a limited following; the 
Lotos has concluded to admit actors at half 
rates, while the Yacht club and Athletic free- 
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‘ly extended courtesies tothem. Now comes 


the announcement of the organization of two 
actors’ clubs—the Mohican, of which Mr. Ru- 
dolph Aronson, manager of the Casino, is 
president, and another not yet named, of 
which Mr. Daniel Frohman, manager of the 
Lyceum theater, will be president. Dixey, 
who is a great favorite in the Lambs 
and a member of the Lotos also, is an en- 
thusiastic Mohican, while Mackay, the come- 
dian, is in the board of trustees. Who the lion 
of the new club will be has not yet appeared, 
though an active canvass is being made by the 
resident professionals to secure members, It 
is not likely, however, that the two new asso- 
ciations will amount to much more than limit- 
ed mutual admiration societies of their offi- 
cers, and that the actors will continue to be 
caught by the epicurian suppers of the Lotos, 
the Yacht of the Lambs. The healthy finan- 
cial condition and prosperity of the Lotos will 
probably long bring that institution tothe 
fore with its grand entertainments.

He 
and Hoyt forge outa pattern, then they call 
Lillian Russell in, and she applies the little 
hammer of her voice toit, and to pounding 
end tinkering they beat out the “Maid and the 
Moonshiners.” If you stand in front of Stein- 
way hall some clear morning when the win- 
cows are open you will hear the hammers go- 
ing all over the building” Every room has 
£0t a forge-master in it and a comic opera pat- 
tern. 

But there is a shadow of disaster looming 
Up on the comic opera horizon. It is the 
inmanagerial opposition to the lithograph. 
Withont a colored lithograph comic opera 
would totter on its throne, and the lithograph 
mustgo. You may pound opera as much as 
you please, but itis no good unless you paint 
it. You couldn’t get pretty girls to sing in it 
if they were not lithographed. It is the pho- 
lographer and the lithographer who seduce 
innocence and beauty into the chorus and 
ballet. No house is safe against the tempta- 
tions of the stage if you let a man in with a 
colored poster. All he has to say to the pride 
of the family is, “This style, my dear, for $12 
a week,” and she abandons home, father and 
mother and friends, and goes upon the road for 
the sake of getting on the coalyard fence and 
banging in the cigar shop windows. 

Comic opera is a centipede: it crawls on a 
hundred legs.

Roscoe Conkling’s Latest EvYort. 

NEw YORK, July 24.—[Special,]—Everyb 
has fled to the country, ; Boone Seakitas is 
about the only prominent man left in town. 
No matter how hot the weather, he turns up 
in court daily, arguing cases with consummate 
ability and piling up a fortune which just now 
seems to be the summit of his ambition. He 
won new laurelsin the suit of Edward S. 
Stokes against Jay Gould yclept “The Bankers’ 
and Merchants’ telegraph company versus the 
Western Union.” The case has been so be- 
fogged by long-winded reports of the trial that 
it will bear consideration for popular informa- 
se we age it is briefly. The American Rapid 
telegfaph company became bankrupt. Its 
wires passed into the possession of the Bank- 


ers’ and Merchants’ company. The 
latter company became embarrassed 
and went into the hands of a receiver. 


In the litigation over the estate of the Ameri- 
can Rapid company the Western Union ac- 
quired a right to its wires. Judge Donohue 
ranted an order directing the receiver of the 
nkers and Merchants cempany to surrender 
the American Rapid wires to the Western 
Union. Meantime, however, the Bankers and 
Merchants had stretched some of its own wires 
on the poles of the Rapid eompany. The re- 
ceiver found it difficult to separate them. In 
a fit of indignation Dr. Norvin Green drank a 
glass of whisky and sugar and cut all the wires 
on the poles of the Rapid company in this city, 
and led them into the Western Union office. 
This isolated the Bankers and Merchants 
company and stopped its business. A suit was 
brought for damages and it was this suit that 
Conkling wan. The company got $240,000 
damages. 

He argued the case before the jury early in 
the morning, when very few prominent men 
were present. Rarely has he appeared to 
greater advantage. He spoke a little less 
than two hours. He was in perfect bodily and 
intellectual health. His voice was unusually 
clear. The nasal twang, so pronounced in his 
efforts at political conventions was much soft- 
ened. Hig argument was com: 
pact and ornamented with sar- 
casm that at times made the atmosphere 
almost iridescent. He woreadark gray suit 
that fitted him to perfection. His coat was a 
long cutaway, and his trousers were of thejnew 
peg-top cut. A handkerchief with a blue bor- 
der peeped from his breast pocket, and he 
wore a lilac colored necktie and broad white 
cuffs. His speech was evidentiy carefully pre- 
pared and be had apparently committed it to 
memory. Each sentence was perfectly round- 
ed and classicaliy expressed. The court room 
was as Still asdeath. At times the ex-senator 
paused, as though studying the effect of his 
argument on the jury. Then he would draw 
himself to his full height, lowering his white 
index finger toa dead level, like a duelist 
leveling a derringer, and shoot pointed facts 
into the foreman of the panel, andthe minds 
of his hearers who listened with rapt 
attention. His address was made 
all the more powerful by its contrast with the 
speech of Bob Ingersoll, who had preceded 
him. Bob was retained on the same side as 
Conkling,and made what he considered the 
eifort of his side, It was eloquont and master- 
ly, but did not seem totake root. He had the 
advantage of Roscoe in having the opening: 
yet extracts from Conkling’s argument are 
floating all over the country, while Bob is 
hardly mentioned. It is to Conkling’s credit 
that in no case did he tread in Bob’s footsteps 
or attempt to broaden Bob’s deductions. He 
cut aswath of his own, raked his own hay, 
and cocked it.. His logic was direct, fresh and 
original, and adorned with quaint and seduc- 
tive peculiarities. Since the days of James T. 
Brady and Hoffman the 
bar of } York has not 
heard a more eloquent or convincing appeal. 
The senator has been warmly congratulated 
by his friends. No manwas more delighted 
than Ed Stokes. He placed his span of trot- 
ters at Mr. Conkling’s disposal, and on the 
following afternoon Roscoe bowled along the 


boulevard, ribbons in hand, the ob- 
sexved of the observers. At nizht he 
bathed in the marble tank of the 


Athletic club in the glow of the electric lights. 
He wore silken trunks, and his fine physical 
proportions awakened envious feelings in the 
hearts of the members who sat beneath the 
tropical shrubbery and watched his aquatic 
antics, 

Mr. Conkling pays no attention to politics, 
He rarely converses on political topics with 
even his most intimate friends. His thoughts 
are concentrated on the practice of his profes- 
sion, and he is rapidly accumulating a fortune. 
He is the pink of neatness, but he is neither 
expensive nor extravagant in his tastes and 
habits. Inever sawhim inacab,and have 
seen him only once in a horse car. He usually 
walks to his office and from there to the court- 
room, Notlong ago I saw him rush intoa 
beer saloon, drink foaming lager and regale 
himself at the freelunch counter. It was to 
save time—not money. A fortune secured, he 
may, like General Gordon, of Georgia, re-enter 
the political lists, and make New York: poli- 
tics more lively than they have been made 
since the days of Silas Wright. 

Roscoe’s brother Fred will probably be the 
successor of John J. Adams, now representing 
one of the city congress districts. Fred is 
colonel of the Eighty-Fourth N. G. 8S. H. Y. 
He is thirteen years older than Roscoe, and 
hasalready served a term in congress. The 
colonel is seventy years old. He is affable and 
devoted to the service of his friends. He is as 
tall as Roscoe and as straight as an arrow. He 
has the face of an old Roman, and the nerve of 
alion. The only sign of decay about him is 
a slight deafness.

A Case Affecting Clerks of the Superior 
Courts. 


The clerk of the superior court of Jefferson 
county refused toissue certificates of the appoint- 
mentof members‘of the county board of educa- 
tion unlessthey would pay his commission. State 
School Commissioner Orr referred the matter to 
the attorney generaly, who yesterday rendered 
the foll ewing opinion: 

STATE OF GEORGIA, OFFICE OF THE ATTORNEY 
GENERAL, Atlanta, July 22, 1886.—Section 1254 of 
pe code makes it the duty of clerks of the superior 

‘ourts to forward to the state school commission- 
er certified statements as to what rsons have 
been selected to serve as members of the boards 
ot county education for the several counties, The 
law provides no compensation for making and 
forwarding certificates. Itis oneof the duties 
imported by law on every/such clerk, and is oblig- 
atory also under the law defining his duties. See 
Code, sec. 267, par. 17. 

It a clerk refuses to perform this duty, the proper 
course, I think, is to inform the governor of such 
refusal, that he may direct the solicitor-general of 
the circuit in which such clerk resides to rule the 
clerk for such failure to perform his duty, as pro- 
vided for in Section 269 of the Code, or direct such 
otber action in the pg as he may think 
proper. I do not think the law authorizes the state 
school commissioner to employ counsel to insti- 
tute proceedings against clerks in such cases,

FIRST 


REMINISCENCES OF THE 
BATTLE OF MANASSAS. 


A Vividand Realistic Description of the Scene at 
Bull Run—The Sunday After the Fight—The 
Surgeon's Work—Burying the Dead— 
Marching With Stonewall! Jackson. 


Twenty-five years! A quarter ofa century 
hes passed since the first battle of Manassas. 
A battle that made amore lasting impression 
upon the nation than any that occurred dur- 
ing the war, It was the first shock of the 
earthquake. The first blood, the first glory 
and the first grief. We had read aboat wars 
all our lives and about bloody battles where 
thousands and thousands were slain. We had 
in earliest childhood looked at the pictures 
and wondered and wondered. The few books 
that had them were almost worn out with our 
thumbing the leaves and we would talk over 
the same old heroesand wonder again. Our 
mothers made us read the Bible every Sunday 
and when we came toa big battle our minds 
were filled with aweatthe contemplation of 
bloody things. What a wonderful hero was 
Samson who seized an old jawbone of an ass 


and like a mighty giant went threshing around 
“‘smiting 


the Philistines hip and 
thigh, and never stopped  nntil he 
had slaina thousand men. Then we came 
down to the revolution where our forefathers 
fought, and there were the pictures of Bunker 
Hill and Lexington and Yorktown, that were 
nearer kin. But still it was all a fancital 
dream. Nearly fifty years had passed since 
Jackson fought at New Orleans, and those 
heroes were dead. Here and there was a man 
who fought in Mexico, but they were of a past 
generation, and that war was not intensified 
by a long quarrel among brethren—people of 
the same blood and nation. The north and 
south had been quarreling for more than fifty 
years, and at last kad come to blows and to 
blood. The chip on the hat had been knocked 
off, 

What an awful scene it was, that first bat- 
tle. At home it was awfal when one man was 
suddenly killed. It startled a whole com- 
munity, and the news of it was carried 
from nabor to nabor until it 
was the talk of the county. My 
elder brother was a doctor, and I was permit- 
ted to look on once when Dr. Wildman cut a 
man’s leg off, and I saw the quivering flesh aud 
the arteries, and the blood, and the thigh bone 
severed with the saw, and heard the poor 
man’s groans, and I had not forgotten that. 
But here were men, young men, healthy and 
strong and brave, shot down by the score. 
Many were dead and many were dying, and 
they were all around me, The pine thicket 
and the open field close by, where the Eighth 
Georgia and Fourth Alabama fought side by 
side, was specked with them. That pine grove 
and field was aterrible shock to me, for my 
friends were there and some of my kindred, 
The dead seemed asleep with their arms near 
by. The wounded asked for water. Their 
surviving comrades had left them te pursue 
an enemy that was still fighting,though retreat- 
ing. We hurried to the branch for water. We 
rode tothe rear for heip-for ambulances. We 
found the wounded all along the route andthe 
news was that Bartow and Bee were killed and 
Colonel Gardner was wounded, and a prisoner, 
Shout after shout was heard as the front ad- 
vanced and the enemy retreated. LEvery- 
where there was wild hurrying to and fro, 
Ambulances went on the run to the battle 
field. Couriers with orders flew in hot haste 
over hilland plain. Generals with their statf 
galloped from hill to hill to overlook the 
movements of their troops who were surging 
and swaying at double quick and yelling like 
wild Camanches as they drove back the en- 
emy and broke their columns.* The air was 
filled with smoke. The minnie balls rattled 
through the pines or spent their force against 
the fencesor upon the ground. The canon- 
oding was incessant and was continued bong 


after theenemy was outof reach, ‘The ter- 
rible sound of it lent wings to their 
flight and they left everything behind 
them. Night shut down upon the scene 


and brought rest—rest to the weary, but not 
to the wounded. All nignt long we watched 
and waited, and nursed and comforted them 
as best we could. The surgeon’s knife was 


busy, and as one poor fellow was attended to* 


and moved aside the doctor wiped.the perspi- 
ration from his brow and hurriedly said, 
“next.” There was not 4 groan nor a moan as 
arms and legs were hastily amputated. I dont 
believe that the boys had much feeling then. 
The excitement and the victory had wrought 
them up to a pitch that smothered feeling. 
They talked and laughed and cried as the 
surgeons dressed their wounds. I saw Dr. 
Miller cut a ball from Jet Howard’s hip that 
had come nearly through from the other side, 
and Jet stood up to have it done, and as the 
ball dropped into the doctor’s hand he seized 
it and said, “I wouldent take athousand dollars 
for this,’ It wasSunday. What a day for 
such deeds of carnage. ‘The next day was de- 
voted to{the dead. Our own dead were buried in 
spots selected by their friends and some rude 
headboard marked the name, The federals 
were lined in trenches with head to feet in 
nameless graves. They were thick in some 
places, eo thick that one could step from 
corpse to corpse, It was the third day before 
some of them were buried, and they had 
swollen and Icoked fat and bloated, and some 
of their clothing had bursted with swelling 
flesh. There wasa company of Zouaves in 
Turkish costume, who looked like a race of 
giantssleeping there. Dead horses strewed 
the ground, and they were swollen too and 
their legs stood out without touching the 
ground, and the buzzards sat upon their heads 
and feasted upon their eyeballs as the sweet- 
est morsel te begin with. Artillery horses 
fell dead upon each other and were cross aud 
piles and the harness had to be cut away. 
This battle was insignificant when compared 
with those that came after, but it was so that 
the soldiers and the nation got used to blood. 
Within a year the shock of it had passed. 
The horror of it was gone. The army wagons 
marched over the battle field of Seven Pimes a 
month or so later, after it was fought and as 
the wheels crashed across the shallow trenches 
where the dead were buried, one could {see an 
arm or a leg shoot up or hear the bones crack 
with the passing weight. Theteamsters look- 
ed back and smiled or cracked a heartless joke 
—blood and death and corpses are nothing in 
war—nothing when one gets hardened to 
them. It is all business and destiny. No won- 
der that Bonaparte fought on and felt no sym- 
pathy. He was used te it and the dead were noti- 
ing. It was no more than agame of chess and 
the people were the pawns. The anguish of a 
dying man on the fio!d, strife isenough, But 
more than this is the silent grief of widowed 
wifeand fatherless children, and of the mothers 
and fathe:s and sisters and brothers whose 
unbidden tears flow on and flow ever for 
the lest one, Isthere no remedy for this 
curse? Ob Why will nations fight? Why will 
people fight? Hereina time of peace one 
man kills another and brings a woe and 4a 
grief that, like Banquo’s ghost, will never. 
never down. Could it not have been avoided? 
When a man is crazeiby liquor isit courage 
to hunt him down like he was a beast and slay 
him? or is it not a better courage to avoid him 
and give his friends and kindred achance to 
save him? Whatis our country coming to 
that every young man carries a weapon of 
death in his pocket? They did not uss to do 
so, I understand that most every lad in our 
community carries a pistol. What for and 
why? Are our laws and our courts powerless 
to protect our people? Have weno judge nor 
juries? Have even the boys got to protect 
and defend themselves? A man may ve con- 
strained to carry a pistol! on some emergency, 
but I believe Judge Hammond wasright when 
he charged the grand jury that a man who 
habitually carried a pistol was a coward, The 
pistol may make a bully of him and then heis 
etill more contemptible, for he is a dangerous 
fool. I heard a young man confess that bo 
carried a pisto! for two years and one morn- 
ing he forgot it and he felt so helpless that 
if a feller have crooked his anges of him 
he would have run like a ey. made 
him ashamed of himself and he discarded it 
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army left Winchester on the sly and hurried 
to Manassas, while Patterson was waiting for 
4 fight at Buckletown, a few miles out from 
Winchester, For days and weeks they had 
been sparring at each other, and we thought 
every day they would fight. Old Joe left 
enough ftroops skirmishing around to 
keep Patterson from suspecting any trick, 
but the bulk of his splendid army got march- 
ing orders in a still, quiet way, and by 
night were near the Shenandoah. We 
crossed that river by torch light. It wasa 
wild, exciting scene to see the boys wading 
through at the ford and holding their guns 
and cartridge boxes over their heads, There 
were some little fellows alongin our crowd 
and they had to tip toe to keep the water out 
of their mouths, but they got there all the 
same. There were no dry clothes for next 
day, but they rested on the grass around Paris 
and let the morning sun give them a dry suit. 
I remember that there was a child born to us 
at my house on that eventful night, and a year 
after when I went home on furlough I trav- 
elled with a man who was very inquisitive, 
and when he asked me how many children I 
had I told him six, and that I had never seen 
one of them. He pondered it over a few min- 
utes and said: “That is very strange, and I 
would like to ask how it has happened that 
thatyou have never seen your children.” 
Said I, “My friend, I said that 
I. bad never seen one of them, for one 
was born afterI left home last June.” He 
saw the point, and troubled me no more. 

The soldiers are having reunions now, and 
I am glad to see they are becoming so univer- 
sal at the south. It is sad tosee how few of a 
company have survived the perils of the war 
and the surer perils of death since the war. 
One by one they go. But let them meet and 
take comfort, and let their hearts twine to- 
gether as they talk over the sad but glorious 
past. A regiment—will make about a com- 
pany now, butin a few more yearsit will 
take a brigade. But few are under forty-five, 
and many have a wound that has never heal- 
ed or a disease that will not cure. God bless 
them all,and inspiretheir children to love 
their country as their fathers did.

How is it that just at this time it has been 
found out that selling liquor by the quart and al- 
lowing the same to be drank on the premises is un- 
lawful? For the last twenty years, to the writer’s 
knowledge, several of our large wholesale dealers 
have been selling liquor by the bottle, allowing 
the buyer to have his bottle and to drink from it at 
will. A house on Alabama street fitted up private 
boxes, with lock and key, for the convenience of 
their customers. A partyon Mitchell street was 
arrested last year for selling bythe quart and 
allowing the samé to be drank where sold. Lam 
informed that he was discharged, the recorder 
stating that there was uo law toprevent liquor 
being drank utider his license. Another party has 
been selling out near the East Tennessee shops by 
the quart, and furnishing glasses for his customers 
to drink trom. Yet nohing nas been donein his 


case, because it has always been understood 
that he was acting within the law. Even 
the houses of ill-fame have been 


selling by the quart. and under the same kind of 
license that the wholesale liquor dea'ers, and the 
arresied parties now have. Yet, I hardly think the 
purchasers went outside of the premises to drink 
the liquor purchased there. Ourcounty and city 
officials surely were cognizant’of these facts. Yet, 
no objection was made bythem. One wholesale 
dealer closed his business earlyin Juue last, be- 
cause his county license expired at that time, 
hence had no vested rights whereby he might con- 
tinue. Now, Mr. Editor, does it not look like pre)- 
udice and unfair dealing, not to Say persecution, 
to force these men who are trying to conduct thelr 


. business in accordance with law—to close their 


houses, notwithstanding the vested rights guaran- 

teed them by our legislatufe, in what is known as

Thore is considerable inquirytfor Georgia railroad 
stock, while Central has jumped a couple of points 
and closes the week strong. Outside of these items 
there is nothing special to be told. 

Money is abundant our country over, and any 
one in good credit or having marketable collaterals 
finds ready access to it at lowrates. Exports of 
gold have been of no consequence for two weeks 
past, and with increased shipments of produce 
abroad and foreign buying of our securities, which 
has been quite extensive the past few Aays, there 
is no reason to look for money stringency from that 
quarter in the near future. 

At the moment there are no labordisturbances to 
mar the business situation; and, taken all in all, 
the outlookjisidecidedly cheerful. In somesections 
of our state crops have been materially injured by 
excessive rains, while in others the damage arises 
from the opposite cause, but the prospect is now 
for an average crop, and we will all have enough 
to go upon, as Bill Arpsays. The railroads will 
have the usual amount of hauling to do, and the 
merchant get his usual trade. Weare not getting 
poorer year by year, as some croakers would have 
us believe, but-eyvery one who lives prudently is 
accumulating something from day today. This is 
proven by the tax digests coming in every day, and 
which already show a large net increase over last 
year, although not-many counties have reported, 
anc will be increased much more when the returns 
are allin. Another evidence of the same thing is 
the continuous demand for investment securities 
and the lower rates interest accepted.

An Enthusiastic Meeting in Behalf of the 
New Road. 


HAWKINSVILLE, Ga, July 24.—[Special.]— 
Pursuant to a previous notice, a large gathering 
of citizens of Pulaski and adjoining counties met 
at the courthouse today in the interest of the con- 
templated railroad fiom Hawkinsrville to Atlanta.

“To begin with, the whisky ring is an asso- 
viation of distillers in the western states 
formed for the purpose of evading the law. 
Itisa very powe:ful associatiop, It has 
plenty of money, and it has been able to 
buy congressmen of both parties. For a 
jongtime it had eomplete control of the 
commissioner of internal revenue, and dur- 
ing the last administration, it had the United 
States attorney general and the secretary of 
the interior in its pay. 

The government, under the law, imposes 
ataxon every gallon of whisky manufac- 
tured by the distillers. ‘In the very nature 
of things, this tax must come out of the 
pockets of those who buy the whisky from 
the distillers, but the latter have been for 
years trying to avoid paying to the govern- 
ment the money that they can at any 
time collect from their customers. They 
bave bad various schemes before and behind 
*ongress to enable them to evade the law, 
The most of these were exposed and killed

ring is so powerful that it has succeeded in 
avoiding payment todate, It wentso far as 
to export a great amount of whisky, and 
Attorney-general Garland, whose reputation 
is already ruined with Pan-Electric, has per- 
mitted it (the aforesaid ring) to import the 
same whisky without demanding the pay- 
ment of taxes. 

This is a pretty mess, to be sure, but worse 
remains to be told. The whisky ring now 
owes to the government—that is, to the peo- 
ple—taxes that amount to $15,000,000. In- 
stead of insisting on the payment of these 
taxes, Free Trader Morrison, through his 
ways and means committee, has presented a 
bill to remove the present limitations in the 
case, and permit the members of the ring to 
evade taxation as long asthey please. Mr. 
Randall, who is watchful of the interests of 
the people, will, no doubt, see that this in- 
famous bill is not allowed to pass. We al- 
lude to it here only to explain why we al- 
lude to Free Trader Morrison as an agent of 
the whisky ring. 

Other people are compelled to pay their 
taxes, and there is no reason why the whisky 
distillers should not pay theirs. The attempt 
to single them out for favors is in the nature 
of class legislation, and isan infamous swin- 
dje from beginning to end. The lonely 
wietch who attempts to make a gallon of 
spirits from his own corn or his own peaches 
without paying a tax is shot down like a dog 
by the officers of the law, but the whisky 
ring, with millions of money at its command 
and an influential lobby working in its 
interests, can prevail on such men as Free 
Trader Morrison and his ways and means 
committee to propose a bill (the most in- 
famous piece of jobbery) to permit it to evade 
the law with impunity. The honest people 
of this country are growing very tired of the 
efforts of the whisky ring to swindle them, 
and democrats who have their hands stained 
by it will not fare well with their constitu- 
ents. The whisky ring must go. 


The Wizardat Work. 

Edison, since his marriage, has been unu. 
sually quiet, but recent developments show 
that he has not been altogether idle. 

The wizard, as he is called, is now devot- 
ing his attention toelectricity. He proposes 
at an early day to make some experiments 
with earth currents. In order to do this he 
will have to go to some locality, probably 
Florida, where there is very little mineral 
in the soil. There are currents of electricity 
passing all the time through the earth, but 
their direction isunknown. Edison desires 
to arrange eight currents radiating froma 
central point. He will place a man at each 
circuit to test the power of the currents. In 
Boston he succeeded in running a wire six 
hours with the aurora borealis, without a 
battery. 

It is possible that after the Florida exper- 
iments, this wonderful man will revolution- 
ize telegraphy. But he looks forward: to 
still greater things. When it becomes pos- 
sible to make instruments that will be sensi- 
tive to the natural earth currents, much of 
the cumbrous machinery now in use will no 
longer be needed. Power will be every- 
where, and it will be cheap. The earth’s 
electric currents will be harnessed to the 
world’s machinery and everything will hum. 
It looks marvelous, but Edison makes very 
few mistakes. 

Two ‘Steamed Contemporaries. 

It is very evident that Editor Dorsheimer 
and Editor Pulitzer are the two worst men 
in New York.

Now, none of this is pleasant, and the 
bounty jumping incident, if true, has a 
black look. However, Pulitzer requires no 
defense trom others. He is fully equal to 
the business by himself. In his reply to 
Dorsheimer he charges that able journalist 
with cheating the government when he left 
the army aiter a ninety days’ campaign; 
crookedness in the settlement of estates; 
swindling the government while district at- 
torney; and with various other frauds. In 
short, Pulitzer says: 

As a matter of fact, Bilk Dorsheimer is the 
Dugald Dalgetty of modern politicg and the Robert 
Macaire of the bar. His record is splotched with 
vyenality end his whole life is stained with im- 
morality. He has proven false to his kindred, 
false to every friendship, false to every cause, 
false to his marriage vows and false to himself. 
That such a cheat should end his career as a 


bankrupt hireling and stool pigeon is of that style ’ 


of Justice eminently known as poetic. 

This* beats the amenities of Eatanswill 
journalism. There ig nothing like it even 
on the frontiers of civilization. When we 
read what Pulitzer saysof Dorsheimer, it is 
impossible to control our indignation, and 
on the other hand Dorsheimer’s statements 
about Pulitzer only add to our wrath. 
Clearly, the country is not safe with two 
such bad men init. If they tell the truth 
about each other they ought to be taken out 
and hanged, and if they are lying they 
deserve hanging all the more.

A year or two ago, when there was some 
talk of organizing a white man’s republican 
party in Georgia, certain prominent white 
republicans wrote a circular descriptive ot 
the situation in this state and of the neces- 
sity for such an organization.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Jeffersonian Principles. 


J. T.G., Seneca,S.C: Please give me a 
concise general summary of the ‘Jeffersonian 
principles”’ so often referred to by political speak- 
ers and newspapers. 

The following extracts from Jefferson's first in- 
angural address will give you the desired informa- 
tion : 

“Though the will of the majority isin all cases 
to prevail, that will, to be rightful, must be rea- 
sonable; the minority posses their equal rights 
which equal iaws must protect, andto violate 
which would be oppression.”’ 

“Having banished from our land that religious 
intolerance under which mankind so long bled 
and suffered, we have yet gained little, if we 
countenance a political intolerance as despotic, 
= capable of aswicked and bloody persecu- 

on,” 

“T believe this the strongest government on 
earth. I belive it the only one where every man 
at the call of the laws would fly tothe standard of 
the law, and would meet invasion of the public 
order as his own personal concern. Sometimes it 
is said that man cannot be trusted with the gov- 
ernment ot himself. Can he then be trusted with 
the government of others? Or have we feund an- 
gels in the form of kings to govern him?’ 

“A wise and frugal government, which shall re- 
strain men from injuring one another, and which 
shall leave them thoroughly free to regulate their 
owl } ursuits of industry and improvement, and 
shall noi take from the mouth of labor the bread it 
has earned. This is the sum of good government.”’ 

“Equal and exact justice to all men, of what- 
ever state or persuation, religious or political; 
peace, commerce, and honest friendship with all 
nations—entangling alliances with none; the sup- 
port of the state govern mentsinalitheirrightsasthe 
most competent administrations for our domestic 
concerns, and the bulwark agaiast anti-republican 
tendencies; the preservation of the general govera- 
ment in its whole constitutional vigor as the sheet 
anchor of aus pence athome and safetv abroad: a 
jealous care of the right of election by the people— 
amild and safe corrective of abuses which are 
lopped by the sword of revolution where peaceful 
remedies are unprovided; absolute acquiescence in 
the decisions of ihe majority—the vital principle of 
republics from which there is no appeal but to 
force, the vital principle and immediate parent of 
despotism; a well disciplined militia—our best reli- 
ance in peace and for the tirst momenis of war till 
reguiars may relieve them; the supremacy of the 
civil over the military authority: economy in pub- 
lic expenditures that labor may be lightly burden- 
ed; the honest paymentof our debts and sacred 
preservation of the public faith; encouragement 
of agriculture and of commerce as its haudmaid; 
the diffusion of information and the arraignment 
of all abuses at the bar of public reason; freedom 
of religion; freedom ot the press; freedom of per- 
son under the protection of the habeas corpus and 
trial by juries impaitially selected. These princi- 
ples sbould be the creed of our political faith, the 
text of civil instruction, the touchstone by which 
to try the services of those we trust; and, should 
we wander from them inthe moments of errorjor 
alarm, let us hasten to retrace our steps, to regain 
the 53 which alone leads to peace, liberty and 
safety.

IN THB AIR. 


An [Eye-Witness Describes General Porter’s 
Balloon Ride, 

West CUNNINGTON, Mass., July 23.—Edi- 
tors Constitution: I see that you have published 
an interesting account of General] Porter’s involun- 
tary ride in the air on the Peninsula, in the spring 
of 1862. I did not know only by report who was in 
the balloon, apd have forgotten which Porter it 
was said to be, but if memory serves me correctly 
I saw the balloon as soon as it was afloat in the air, 
and watched its course until it descended within 
McClellan's lines. It does not now seem to me 
tbat it ¥ as ' over two hours. I had served some 
weeks the iall previous under Colonel Lowe, 
who was in the vernment employ as 
a balloonist. at Edwards’ ferry, on the 
Potomac, with a balloon, and therefore watched 
porters ride with a keen interest. As he was 
waltzed over the confederate lines ata slight ele- 
vation, and they began — - at him, he threw 
out ballastin the usual way, letting the sand de- 
ecend in a stream plainly visible, and, rose, out of 
rifle range, but not outofthe current which was 
carrying him away fromus.

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CHANGING INTO A DESERT. 


ee 
The Plains of Colorado Drying up and the 
Inhabitants Suffering. 

Denvenk, Col,, July 24.—The great plains 
are hot and parched and daily they are becoming 
more like the veritable desert of the pioneer days. 
Not for many years has there been such a scarcity 
of water in Colorado, and especially in the region 
of the Platte. Vegetation is becoming brown and 
crisp. The grass is withered, wells are drying up, 
irrigation ditches are dry, crops are burned ap by 
the intense heat. Cattle are dying, and at some 
points on the plains the people are almost perish- 


ing for water. ‘ ot 
Pitiful the tales told by ranchmen crops 
wy J thea families in 


destroyed, cattle perishing and 
great ger of suffering. Reports from tne east- 
ern parts of Arapahoe and Weed counties, near the 
Colorado line, represents a terrible state of affairs. 
This section seems fated to disester and misfortune. 
Last winter it is estimated that 10 people lost their 
lives pear the state line in snowblockades and ter- 
rible storms that prevailed, Now thay are scourged 
with an intense heat that is bringing ruiu aud dis- 
aster. No emigrants for many years have suffered 
such extremes of heat and cold asthey. Induced 
by the favorable reports of the rainfall of the two 
previous years, and influenced by the commonly 
accepted theory that the rainfall is each year{ in- 
creasing and the rain centre moving westward, 
hundreds of new settlers have attempted raising 
ciops without irrigation, but the present seasou has 
been a very unfortunate one, not only the Crops 
totally destroyed and their stock dying, but the 
unfortunate ranchmen and their families are in 
some places suffering for water to drink. Nothing 
but misery is ahead of them, and uniess relief of 
some kind is soon obtained it is said that oe! will 
be obliged to move away or perish. Cattle are 
choaking with thirst and olten the poor brutes are 
seen standing at the dried-up watering places with 
tov gues lol'ing out of their mouths, 

In some placesthe wild animals are becoming 
tame even the ante!ope,the fleetest and most active 
animals on the plains, in some instauces have be- 
come so exhausted from thirst thatthey have been 
easily captured by poys from the ranches. The re- 
ports from all the ranchmen confirm the state- 
ment that unless water is procured the suffering 
among Cattle will result most fatally aud that the 
loss to ranchmen will be immense, as these little 
bunches are in many cases all the ranchmen pos-, 
sess: to lose them would be most disastrous. In 
fact, asone ranchman expressed it, it isa matter 
of life and death tothem. ‘The ee stock ranges, 
which it had been hoped would escape, are now 
becoming brown, anda the leading stockmen are 
beginning to feel apprehensive. The cattle have 
suffered more in the southern sections and many 
have perished. 

About 100,000 head have been rushed through the 
state from the dry regions to the ranges of the 
vorthwest. The Rio Grande river has a good vol- 
ume, but the Arkansas and Platte rivers are low, 
and atsome points the Platte is now but ankle 
deep, below the great irrigation ditches, and many 
troublesome questions have arisen over irrigation 
problem. In many places along the Platte the 
ranchmen are armed, and will fight nnless they 
obtain their rights, The big ditch companies are 
monopolizing what little water there is, and the 
feeling is very bitter. There have already been 
several encounters, but no loss of life has yet re- 
sulted. Representative ranchmen from the plains 
have just held aconvention in Denver, and say if 
they cannot have water by peaceful means they 
will take it by force. ‘Water. water; give us wa- 
ter,’’ is the cry that comes from the plains. 

Governor Eaton has jpst given an audienceto a 
committee of ranchmen, and devising means for a 
fair distribution of the water, aud itis hoped that 
he will succeed. Unless something is done there 
is danger of bloodshed, ‘he great ditch monopo- 
lies are guarding their ditches with armed men, 
and the ranchmen, hundreds of whom are now se- 
cretly orgauized and armed, say that unless relief 


is soon given they will cut the canals 

Denver is feeling thé result of the drought. The 
City’s water supply comes from the Platte, and the 
water works company has issued arequest to a!l 
citizens to be as economical as possible in the use 
of water, and especially for lawn purposes. Some 
of the small towns to the east of Denverare sup- 
plied with water from this city, and were it not 
éer the water shipped to them on the railroads the 
inhabitants would soon perish for thirst.

A KENTUCKY SNAKE EATER. 


The Remarkable Gastronomic Taste of Mr. 
G. F. McQueen, the Stock Breeder. 
Lexington letter to Cincinnati Commercial. 


Mr. G. F, McQueen, of this city, at one time 
connected with the Kentucky stock farm, has 
quite a local reputation as an eater. I had along 
talk with him, and he says he has eaten along the 
whole line of dishege~-American, Eoglish, German, 
French and Italian. He appreciates oystersin all 
their forms, chicken and tender froglegs,and when 
real yy 7h Can tackle corn-bread, sow-belly. 
But for a dish that will make the gods smack their 
lips in genvine satisfaction, give him fat black 
suake, friedin butter and lard, or better in rice 
snake oil. When snakes are in season he eats 
them every few days. He also classes snails among 
his ~~ of delicacies. These he cooks with maca- 
roni. 

**When did you first commence cating snakes?” 
asked the reporter. 

‘In 1855 I wasin California among the Indians, 
They ate snakes, generally black and rattlesuakes, 
I once tasted{a piece of the latter, which they had 
cooked. I found it had a delicate flavor, but I did 
not then like the idea of eating snakes. This re- 
pug narce, I found wasonly an idea, there being 
no reat@u for it. I came home to Franklin county, 
Ky., in 1859, While at home I went out in a clear- 
ing, near my father’s house, and saw an old [rish 
hermit, who had resided there many years, kill a 
black snake. He started to his cabin with it, drag- 
ging itbehind him. He latditout on a p’aak. cut 
off the head and threwthe body in abed of hot 
ashes to skin it. lasked him what he was going to 
do. He said he was going toeat it; that it was fine 
food, and invited me to x: with him. I eomplied 
with his request. After skinning it he laid it in 
selt andSwater for a while. He then fried it in 
butter and lard, and it was really delicious. The 
more I ate the more I wanted. since that.time I 
have had a weakness for snake meat, especially 
black snake, I am afraid of the meat of rattle- 
spakes. I often give a half dollar for a good sized 
black snake, which I cook myself. Every year I 
inabage to get some, Since! have been in Lexing- 
ton I have not been fortunate enough to indulge 
my taste as often as I would like. Good, nice, fat 
black snakes are scarce in old settled counties 
libe this, and J have to get them from other places. 
Au old man who lives in one of the mountain 
counties, and is a trapper and hunter, and also ap- 
preciates the delicacy, often sends me black snake 
oil, which I use to fry doughnuts in.’

The Good Work of the Revenue Men for the Past 
Few Dayse— What the People Have to Bay About

The revenue men had a lively trip into 
Morgan county Friday night, 

Information had been lodged with members 
of the revenue department that several illicit 
distilleries were running in Walton and Mor- 
gan counties, not far from Social Circle. 

Friday evening Revenue “Agents Chapman 
and Colquitt, with Deputy Collector Chisholm 
and Depu ly Marshal McDonald went down to 


Social Circle, fully equipped for a raid. 
After reaching this 


point they secured 
conveyances to go into the country to make 
the raid, des other conveyances, a wagon 
and team and a driver’ was hired. At ten 
o'clock the party started out, and stopped 
within a few hundred yards of the still. The 
revenue men struck through the woods and 
told the driver of the wagon to remain where 
he was 
UNTIL THEY CAME BACK. 

The still was found easily enough, but there 
was no one there. The officers waited patient- 
ly, but no one came, and while they were 
mashing up the still they heard a noise like a 
cyclone, and upon investigation found that it 
was the team hooked to the wagon, running 
away. The men ranup the hill, but the team 
didn’t stop, but continued their frightful flight 
over hills and ravins. The sleeping negro 
was thrown out of the wagon and 
was  eeverely bruised. The officers 
picked him up and cared for him as kindly as 
possible. This was about four o’clock in the 
morning, and while the negro was closely 
guarded, the other officers went back 

AND WATCHED THE 8TILL. 

When daylight came, the still, wagon and 
negro were taken back to Social Circle, where 
the men were told of another distillery only 
a short distance from where the first one was 
found. The party who gave the information 
wanted ten dollars, and receiving this, he 
guided the way for Messrs. Colquitt 
and Chisholm, leaving McDonald and Chap- 
man to care fer the still and Dick Martin, who 
had been arrested on a warrant, charging him 
with having worked in an illicit distillery in 
Habersham county. The collectors had no 


trouble in finding the still, but there was no.’ 


one around, and consequently no arrests were 
made. The officers believed that the runaway 
team 
AD SCARED EVERYBODY AWAY, 

and that no further trouble need be feared. 

Dick Martin went before Commissioner 
Haight and waived examination, giving bond 
in the sum of $500. The officers believe that 
he will come out all right.

Judge 
Dunlap, with his usual modesty, officiated as auc- 
tioneer. 

The first bale from Texas was sold a day or two 
oP in front of the New York cotton exchange at 


034. 

The receipt of this bale is no evidenceofan 
early cropin this section. On the contrary, itis 
unusually late. Very little cotton will be market- 
ed here in September.

A BEER GARDEN. 


A RUMOR THAT ATLANTA WILL 
HAVE ONE TOMORROW.
